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ANT1-MONOPOLISTS. 

Is there a single anti-monopolist 
in the world? asks the Colusa Sun. 
Is there a gatherer of old rags, hoop 
irons,etc., who would not like to have 
a monopoly of the business? Is there 
a merchant who would not like to 


mer who would not like to hold 
plenty of wheat when the market is 
short. Anti-monopoly is not the 
word for those who wish to control 
certain corporations. Anti-corpo- 
rations, or anti-railroad would have 
a meaning, but anti-monopoly has 
no meaning. It is sailing under false 
colors. A man may have a monop- 
oly of wheat or wool, or land, or 
merchandise of any kind, and still 
be a strong believer in the right and 
in the policy of regulating common 
carriers, but an anti-monopolist he 
could not be. 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The exports and imports of a 
country for a series of years are a 


pretty good indication, of its finan- 


cial condition. The excess of ex- 
ports over imports for this country 
during the period from 1877 to 1882 
inclusive was $1,126,927,706. This 
is more than one-half the public 
debt, and shows great prosperity. 
The great demand for the products 

of this country in over-populated 
— is sure to furnish a market 
at remunerative prices for all our 
surplus. In 1871 our exports ag- 
gregated $902,000,000. When the 
figures for last year are given they 
will show an increase; and for the 
present year the estimates are away 
beyond anything yet accomplished. 


The [Illinois high-license bill 
passed the Senate yesterday by a 
vote of 30 to 20, the Republicans 
supporting and the Democrats op- 
posing the measure.

Terms of Peace Agreed Upon Be- 
tween Chili and Peru. 

Lima, June 16. 

The following particulars relative to 
the terms of peace published here are 
taken from lettera stolen from a 
special courier en route to General 
Iglesias: Chili will not forfeit the de- 
crees about guano and saltpetre, is- 
sued in 1882; that the net profits of 
100,000 tons, deducting expense, be 
equally divided between Chilian and 
Peruvian bondholders—these profits 
are only to come out of islands now 
worked, as future mines found in an 
nexed territories belong exclusively 
to Chili, who can dispose of such 
newly discovered mines at will. Chili 
d not hold herself responsible for 
any indebtedness of Peru; Chili holds 
the sovereignty of Lobos Islands until 
sufficient is guaranteed to fulfill the 
sale of 1,000,000 tons; when the treaty 
is ratified Chiliturns overto Peru 50 
per cent. of the net proceeds from 
Lobos Islands. Commercial relations 
and indemnity to Chilian citizens will 
be discussed afterwards. 


American and Engin Riflemen

At 
the time this mine was first opened 
nickel was but little used, and its 
value correspondingly low. Since 
then, however, the metal has come 
into use fora multitude of pur

The refined metal, at the 
present time, is worth $3 a dound.
